His Countrymen 

OLD PLATITUDE 

No Surgical Operation Need-

That the old plntltiidn "IL reriuiie.i 
a (illrglcnt opcrnlluii In order that n 
ScutchiiMi.ti may undcrstuiid a Joko" 
Ih not Iriic, wilm Iho verdict of Or, 
.Scott rciMHoii, I'rofosBor of Church 
li'ir.tuiy unit I loiiiiletka In tho ITCK- 
bylcriiiii CulIcKc, recently from fjcot- 
luiiil, lit II public i;:itliorliig In the 
Cliurcii of .St. Andrew and Ht. I'aul 
iaiit evening, during a lecture onlltloJ 
"Scotch Humour." At tho close of the 
Hi>cccli 11 program of .Scotch music 
was given. 

i>r. l'ourson opened lil.i lecture by 
making clear that tho inability of 
Scottish people to undorstand a joko 
lu only apparent. It la due to tho fact 
that there in no real liumour In many 
anecdotes, but where Iher»? is humor, 
tho Sculchmnn can amilc inwardly. 

Jokes Explained 

Continuing his address, which waa 
for tho most part an exhaustive 
compilation of Kcolcli storlos, tiic 
lecturer polntoil out ilic .sour cs of 
Scotch humor. In the first xiI.tcc, much 
was based' on the reaction of tho un- 
sophisticated Scotchman to sophisti- 
cated surroundings. A Highlander 
coining down ■from--ti>o hills- Into 
civilization furnished ,a good illustra- 
tion. 'fhlnl;ing in ono languase and 
Ind speaking-^ln another was another 
source of humor — a person of the 
Gaelic t f iguc speaking English. Again 
much '/.imor originated in one's being 
unable to appreciate tho humor of his 
own spceclies and deeds. In this eo- 
neotlon ho spoke of a certain man who 
was Invited out to dinner. The man 
made reply to the invitation by say- 
ing, "Ï can't; I h.avo no nightgown." 
■"Of course," said Dr. Pearson, "He 
meant ho. had no evening dress."

AS CANADA GROWS 

LAST .lUXE Colonel Rovey addre.ssed the McGill Gv.-^duatos 
of Ottawa VoUcy on the topic "McGill grew up with C«n- 
«d*." When two identities grow, up together they arc comple- 
mentary- and the action of one influences and modifies the other. 
The two of them lopcthcr also imbibe of the feeling of the 
world and a.s they stand today thoy .should be similarly com- 
plementary. 

It was at the beginning of the last century that the develop- 
ments w^hich had had their effect in Europe were making their 
debut in Canada. The only mean? of communicating between 
the two continents was by water and as the vessels changed from 
sail to steam so Montreal, and therefore McGill, being at the 
head of navigation of the St. Lawrence influenced by carrying 
trade, changed for a progressive industrialism. 

To the south of the border there was at thai period a popu- 
3ation of some four million. Universities there were in a similar 
cbnflition as'the ones here. Today the university population in 
its tens of thousands is in proportion to the mighty growth of 
civil population. McGill has grown in proportion with the popu- 
lation north of the border, even though there are larger areas 
of population south of the border, nearer than those of the West, 
which one would assume would have had an influence upon her. 
t;:v:V::: Where life is in a civilised community there must be doctors, 
l;and McGill has helped Canada to grow up in that respect. As 
the need for teachers has grown in the community, McGill has 
supplied them to Canada. The Canadian Houses of Pai'liament 
cannot show â large proportion of college graduates among its 
numbers but of those who have acted in a legislative manner 
McGill has contributed its quota. Canada's mineral sources need 
to-bfr developed and the engineers of McGill have contributed 
their share. The woodlands of the north country hold great 
potentialities and McGill has accommodation for their develop- 
ment;' COminerce has caused the urban districts to shoot, up- 
wards and the commercially minded men find McGill a good edu- 
cational ground. 

By far the biggest impetus in Canada today, and one which 
has built up the East as well as the "\^'est, is the wheat-farming 
and in this McGill has yet to grow up. 

Dean Ira MacKay has described Canada as a highway. True 
this is, for Canada can be considered as a belt of land tbout two 
hundred miles wide, which joins the Atlantic and the Pacific. 
There is the means of the East meeting the West in world re- 
lations. McGill has housed students of all nations. Various 
opinions are pooled and from it McGill grows, just as the two 
• lundred mile belt is growing wider as men press further north. 

McGill has always been independent of government control. | 
3he has grown by herself and by the aid of tho.se financial! 
helpers who have been located in Montreal and in the J-'rovince 
of Quebec. We have grown as Montreal has grown. To many 
Montreal is Canada, yet we resent it when we are called coiisei-- 
vative.

, in or from "British sources. How large is /the influence upon
